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The  Neighborhood 


W elcome  to  the  Victorian  Alliance  Tour  of  the  Oak  and  Fell  Street  neighborhood, 
including  the  Lower  Haight.  This  year’s  tour  features  some  houses  previously 
presented  in  our  Panhandle  Neighborhood  tour  of  1996  but  which  now  have  been  further 
restored  or  renovated.  We  have  added  houses  with  Victorian  Revival  interiors  and  one  that 
is  a landmark.  We  also  have  highlighted  seven  properties  on  the  walk  which  are 
designated  San  Francisco  landmarks. 

In  the  1850’s  the  city  limits  were  extended  beyond  Larkin  Street  to  just  west  of 
Divisadero  and  the  intervening  streets  were  laid  out  as  the  “Western  Addition.”  In  the  late 
1860’s  the  area  west  of  Divisadero  also  came  within  city  limits.  The  first  streets  to  be 
developed  were  Haight  and  Page  and  by  1869  Haight  extended  to  Divisadero. 

Divisadero  Street  began  as  a trail  from  the  Mission  to  the  Presidio.  But  when  Americans 
came  to  San  Francisco,  they  plotted  the  streets  in  straight  lines,  so  Divisadero  now  follows 
the  line  of  the  old  trail  only  in  places.  The  name  of  the  street  came  from  the  Spanish.  The 
Divisadero  or  Avisadero  means  the  lookout  place.  Along  the  trail  on  the  heights  of  the 
Presidio  there  was  an  old  lookout  house  where  the  sentinels  kept  their  vigil  in  the  Spanish 
days.  It  was  after  this  lookout  station  the  street  was  named. 

The  oldest  American  built  residence  of  any  pretentions  erected  on  Divisadero  Street — 
and  probably  the  oldest  pioneer  residence  existing  in  San  Francisco  today — was  that  of 
Colonel  Abner  Phelps.  Erected  at  Divisadero  and  Page  in  1852,  the  house  was  said  to  have 
been  brought  around  the  Horn  in  sections;  however,  later  evidence  has  placed  doubt  on 
that  legend.  The  Phelps  tract  was  extensive  and  handsome.  It  embraced  the  district  from 
Divisadero  Street  to  Central  and  Masonic  and  over  to  Fell.  After  the  Colonel  died,  the 
house  was  turned  around.  Business  buildings  added  on  Divisadero  Street  caused  the  house 
to  be  landlocked  on  the  block.  In  1978  the  house  was  moved  once  again  to  its  present 
location  (1137  Oak  Street)  during  restoration  by  the  San  Francisco  Preservation  group.  It  is 
now  landmark  #62  and  is  the  remaining  example  of  Gothic  Revival  style  common  in  San 
Francisco  before  the  Civil  War. 

In  the  1850’s  at  the  corner  of  Divisadero  and  Fell  was  a roadhouse  named  “Sans 
Souci”  (“without  sorrow”)  which  was  near  the  bank  of  a small  lake  by  the  same  name.  It 
belonged  to  Dutch  merchant  William  Fell  and  was  described  in  glowing  terms  as  a great 
resort  for  gentlemen  and  their  ladies  who  enjoyed  pleasant  dinners.  “Game  abounded  all 
about.  Quail  and  ducks  were  plentiful  in  season.”  In  the  winter  of  1861-62  Sans  Souci  Lake 
burst  its  banks  and  flowed  away  to  the  southeast  inundating  houses  near  Mission  Dolores. 

Cable  car  lines  came  to  Haight  Street  and  continued  to  Golden  Gate  Park  in  1883. 

Earlier  the  nearest  street  cars  were  horse  drawn  and  came  only  to  Market  and  Valencia. 
Hayes  Street  cable  cars  began  operation  in  1886,  and  a line  ran  out  Oak  Street  to  Stanyan 
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and  back  along  Page.  A car  barn  at  Oak  and  Broderick  serviced  this  area.  With  the  lake 
gone  and  public  transportation  extended,  the  area  was  developed  in  a variety  of  residential 
styles.  Large  lots  were  divided  and  contractors  built  row  houses  interspersed  with  larger 
homes. 

Settlement  of  the  city’s  claim  to  the  Golden  Gate  park  lands  was  finalized  in  1868  by  a 
committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Ashbury,  Shrader,  Cole  and  Clayton.  They  established  park 
boundaries  to  include  a “wide  avenue... connecting  ...with  the  general  street  system, 
furnishing  a convenient  entrance,  capable  of  the  highest  order  of  ornamentation  and 
cultivation,”  in  short,  the  Panhandle. 

Queen  Anne,  Italianate  or  Stick  styles  are  often  found  next  to  Craftsman  or  Mediterranean 
styles  from  a later  date. 

It  is  from  this  variety  that  we  showcase  today’s  houses  as  well  as  several  San  Francisco 
landmark  buildings  along  your  route.  From  Divisadero  to  Clayton  you  will  see  large  Queen 
Annes,  neo-Georgian,  San  Francisco  Stick,  cottage  Queen  Anne,  and  contractor  row  houses. 

The  San  Francisco  landmarks — not  open  on  the  tour — on  the  route  are  at  the  following 
locations  from  Divisadero  toward  the  west.  You  will  find  them  identified  with  x’s  on  the  map 
on  the  back  cover  of  the  program. 

• #190,  280  Divisadero  Street,  1885,  Charles  Lewis  Hinkel  residence.  Charles  Lewis  Hinkel, 
builder.  Transitional  Second  French  Empire. 

• #32,  1 137  Oak  Street,  1852,  Colonel  Abner  Phelps  residence.  Gothic  Revival. 

• #62,  1153  Oak  Street,  Sarah  Mish  residence.  McDougall  and  Son  builders,  faced 
Divisadero  Street  originally  and  was  moved  to  Oak  Street,  Sept  1897.  San  Francisco  Stick. 

• #89,  1 152  Oak  Street,  Firehouse.  Henriksen  & Mahoney.  San  Francisco  Stick.  Helped 
save  the  city  after  the  1906  quake  and  fire. 

• #182,  500-502  Divisadero  Street,  1888,  Theodore  Green  Apothecary.  Architect:  Samuel 
Newson  (Carson  Mansion,  Eureka,  Ca.).  Queen  Anne. 

• #191,  Mercy  Terrace  retirement  center  (formerly  Southern  Pacific  Hospital),  Fell  between 
Lyon  and  Baker,  1907.  Architect:  Daniel  Patterson.  Neo-Classical. 

• #128,  301  Lyon  Street,  1897,  Thomas  Clunie  residence.  Architect:  William  Curlett.  Stick- 
Eastlake.  (This  building  is  part  of  the  tour  and  is  open.)

residence  was  built 

in  1887  by  owner/builder  William  Hinkel.  The  original  cost  of  construction  was  $4375,  and 
the  water  hook  up  date  was  June  7, 1887.  Originally  constructed  as  part  of  a row  of  eight 
residences  designed  and  built  by  Hinkel,  940  Page  Street  is  the  most  intact  of  this  group. 
John  S.  Lambert,  a clerk  with  Williams  and  Bixler  (“Capitalists”)  was  the  first  owner  and 

lived  here  until  his  death,  after  which  his 
widow  sold  the  property  to  George  H.  Bahrs 
in  1901.  George  H.  Bahrs  was  born  in 
Germany  and  later  came  to  San  Francisco 
where  he  became  an  attorney.  Bahrs 
ultimately  became  a Municipal  Court  judge, 
moving  to  a position  as  Superior  Court 
judge,  and  finally  was  appointed  as  a Civil 
Service  Commissioner.  George  H.  Bahrs 
lived  at  940  Page  Street  with  his  wife,  Anna, 
a daughter,  a son,  and  two  step-sons.  They 
also  employed  a servant  Annie  Otten,  who 
had  emigrated  from  Germany.  Son  George 
O.  Bahrs  became  a labor  lawyer  and  taught 
corporation  law  at  Hastings  College.  The 
residence  was  sold  to  Max  Kalish  in  1915. 
Max  Kalish,  a sculptor,  was  born  in  Poland 
and  after  coming  to  the  United  States  had  a 
piece  exhibited  in  the  collection  of  the 
National  Gallery  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and 
won  awards  from  the  Cleveland  Museum  of 
Art.  Kalish  sold  the  residence  in  1918,  and 
the  house  went  through  a series  of  owners, 
becoming  a hotel  during  World  War  II,  until 
the  present  owners  purchased  the  property. 
In  April  1950  the  original  wooden  stairway 
was  replaced  with  terrazzo  steps,  iron 
railings,  and  stucco  siding  at  a cost  of  $425. 
This  past  summer  the  stairway  was  once 
again  re-done,  the  stucco  and  iron  being 
replaced  with  wooden  siding,  handrails, 
ballusters,  and  newel  posts  in  harmony  with 
the  original  design  of  this  impressive 
residence. 
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William  Hinkel  was  one  of 
nine  children  born  to  Charles  E. 
Hinkel  and  his  wife.  His  parents 
came  to  the  United  States  from 
Germany  and  migrated  west  to 
California  in  1851.  Along  with  his 
brothers  Charles,  George,  Henry, 
and  John  Hinkel,  William  special- 
ized in  building  speculative 
housing  in  San  Francisco.  The 
Hinkel  brothers  have  been 
described  as  the  most  prolific 
owner-builders  in  San  Francisco 
history.  Between  1870  and  1910 
the  brothers  built  hundreds  of 
residences  in  almost  every 
neighborhood.  Most  of  these 
residences  were  designed  and 
built  by  themselves,  though  later 
they  were  known  to  employ 
architects.  All  of  the  residences  on 
the  west  side  of  Scott  Street  north 
of  Page  Street  are  by  the  Hinkels.

his  Queen  Anne  residence  was  built  in  1892  for  Michael  J.  Slattery  and  designed  by 

Charles  Herbert  Hasty.  The  original  cost  of  construction  was  $3049  with  the 

contractor  Henry  Jacks.  The  water  hook  up  date  is  June  13,  1892.  Michael  J.  Slattery 
was  born  in  Ireland  in  1848  and  immigrated  to  the  United  States  in  1851 . He  was  an  engraver 
and  copper  plate  printer  with  his  own  company  located  at  723  Market  Street.  The  1900  United 
States  census  lists  Michael  J.  Slattery,  age  52,  his  wife  Julia,  age  42,  a son  Albert,  age  15, 
daughter  Alice,  age  1 1,  and  another  son  Raymond,  age  7.  The  Slatterys  had  been  married  17 
years  and  the  residence  was  free  of  a mortgage.  Julia  Slattery  sold  the  residence  April  6,  1920 
to  P.  J.  Dodd,  who  two  days  later  sold  it  to  Ellen  Murphy.  Ms.  Murphy  was  renting  the  property 
in  January  1920  when  the  United  States  census  was  taken.  At  the  time  of  the  Census,  963  Page 
Street  was  occupied  by  Mary  Chamberlain,  age  46,  a widow  and  her  son  Arthur  Rodgers,  age 
20,  a press  feeder.  Also  living  with  them  were  Mrs.  Chamberlain’s  brother,  William  Murphy, 
age  42,  a teamster,  another  brother,  Bart  Murphy,  age  39,  a press  man,  a sister,  Ellen  Murphy, 
age  36,  a tailoress,  another  sister  Abbie  Murphy,  age  34,  a bookbinder,  two  nieces,  an  aunt, 
and  a boarder! 

963  Page  Street  has  been  given  a most 
pleasing  paint  treatment  highlighting  the  aspects 
of  its  Queen  Anne  origin.  A shingle  gable  with 
sunburst  over  the  second  floor,  along  with  a swirl 
of  flowers  and  leaves  over  the  entrance  porch, 
and  shingles  together  with  different  wood  sidings 
on  each  of  the  floors  are  the  hallmarks  of  this 
style.  The  garage  was  added  in  1924  for  $200. 

Charles  Herbert  Hasty,  the  designer,  was  born 
in  California  in  June  1869  and  was  only  23  when  he 
designed  963  Page  Street.  In  1891  he  first 
appears  in  a San  Francisco  directory  as  an 
architect,  living  with  his  widowed  mother  at  1015 
Oak  Street.  In  1 893  he  is  a draftsman  with  James 
E.  Wolfe,  but  by  1895  he  is  primarily  involved 
with  the  California  Blue  Print  Company,  as 
manager.  In  the  1900  United  States  census  he  is 
listed  as  being  single,  still  living  with  his  mother, 
his  uncle,  and  a boarder.  He  eventually  marries 
but  unfortunately  dies  by  1912,  around  the  age  of 
42.  As  there  was  a major  recession  in  the  United 
States  during  the  1890’s,  there  are  only  three 
known  buildings  by  Hasty.  The  other  two:  a pair 
of  flats  at  909-91 1 Divisadero  Street,  (1898), 
subsequently  altered,  and  317-323  Page  Street, 

(1898),  a set  of  flats  that  somewhat  resembles  963 
Page.

floor  Stick-Eastlake 
style  residence  was  designed 
by  owner/builder  David  F.  McGraw.  Built  as  a twin  of  the  now  altered  1210  Fell  Street,  1212 
was  constructed  on  a 50’xl37’  lot  purchased  in  November  1887.  The  water  hook  up  date  is 
July  28, 1889.  The  completed  home  was  purchased  by  pharmacist  Samuel  A.  McDonnell  and 
his  family.  Samuel  A.  McDonnell  was  born  in  Rome,  New  York  and  came  to  San  Francisco  as 
a teenager.  He  graduated  from  the  Toland  School  of  Pharmacy  (now  the  University  of 
California)  Parnassus  Heights  in  1878.  His  first  business  was  a drugstore  located  at  400 
Hayes  Street,  with  later  locations  at  1 10  Grant  Avenue  and  893  Market  Street.  In  1880 
McDonnell  married  Mary  Catherine  Horl  of 
Sacramento;  they  had  two  children,  a daughter,  Ada, 
and  a son,  Herbert.  When  the  McDonnells  moved  into 
the  newly  built  residence,  Ada  was  three  and  Herbert 
was  eight.  In  1901,  after  Herbert  McDonnell  had 
graduated  from  the  same  pharmacy  school  as  his 
father,  he  became  partners  with  him  and  the  firm  was 
renamed  Samuel  A.  McDonnell  and  Son.  After  the 
destruction  of  the  1906  earthquake  and  fire  the 
business  was  temporarily  located  at  1632  Fillmore 
Street,  moving  soon  afterwards  back  downtown. 

Samuel  A.  McDonnell  died  in  1908.  The  McDonnell 
family  lived  at  1212  Fell  Street  for  72  years  until  the 
residence  was  sold  in  1961.  The  residence  has  had 
only  two  additional  owners  since  then. 

The  residence  is  a good  example  of  Stick  style 
architecture  with  square  bay  windows,  slender  corner 
boards  and  decorative  incised  panels.  There  is  a hint 
of  the  Eastlake  style  with  a sunburst  designed 
pediment  over  the  second  floor  window.  The  garage 
was  added  in  1914  (Fred  B.  Wood-architect)  for  $395  to 
accommodate  Herbert  McDonnell’s  town  car,  a Lozier, 
purchased  that  same  year.  The  front  brick  steps  also 
date  from  this  addition. 

The  builder  David  Franklin  McGraw  was  born  in 
New  York  in  1855  and  began  his  local  career  in  1881. 

He  designed  numerous  residences,  with  the  pair

located  at  2 1 1 1 -2 1 1 3 Broderick  Street  most 
closely  resembling  1212  Fell  Street.  He  died 
in  1923. 

Some  interesting  neighboring  structures  of 
note  are  the  Green  Pharmacy  building 
designed  in  1888  by  architect  Samuel 
Newsom  at  the  NE  corner  of  Fell/Divisadero 
Streets,  and  an  original  brick  stable  designed 
by  architects  Salfieid  and  Kohlberg  in  1909 
now  utilized  as  a garage  across  from  1212  Fell.

he  Home  of  the  Native  Daughters  of  the  Golden  West  is  the  newest  building  on  the 
tour,  a mere  74  years  old,  and  the  only  one  designed  by  a famous  woman  architect: 
Julia  Morgan.  She  designed  Hearst  Castle  at  San  Simeon,  Asilomar  conference  center,  Mills 
College  bell  tower,  two  mission  schools  in  Chinatown,  and  many  private  residences.  Her 
lifetime  record  of  over  700  structures  built  as  well  as  designed  would  be  the  envy  of  most 
architects  today. 

Morgan’s  design  philosophy  centered  on  the  client’s  wishes  and  the  site.  The  diverse 
styles  that  inspired  her — Beaux  Arts,  Craftsman,  Mediterranean,  and  others — were  never 
merely  copied,  but  subtly  hinted.  She  designed  from  the  inside  out  and  brought  the  outside 
in,  with  courtyards,  skylights, 
colors,  and  strategically 
placed  windows.  She 
manipulated  light,  respected 
structure  as  the  engineer  that 
she  was,  and  paid  attention  to 
the  smallest  details. 

Here  on  Baker  Street  she 
took  inspiration  from  the 
simplicity  of  the  California 
missions.  The  ironwork  of  the 
balconies  and  fire  escape 
casts  planned  shadows  on  the 
deceptively  simple  wall. 


The  fagade  clearly  tells  us 
what’s  inside:  public  rooms  on 
the  taller  first  two  floors  and 
private  bedrooms  above.  The 
building  was  planned  and  is 
still  used  as  a retirement 
home  for  the  Native 
Daughters  of  the  Golden 
West,  an  organization 
founded  in  1886  as  a relief 
society — still  one  of  its 
principal  goals.

building  in  1903,  and  then  another.  Then  came 
the  1906  fire,  and  until  this  home  opened  in 
1929,  the  Native  Daughters  were  without  a 
home. 

Women  had  more  trouble  than  men  in 
raising  money.  Spearheaded  by  Dr.  Mariana 
D.  Bertola,  a physician  beloved  by  Italian 
Americans  for  three  decades,  the  Native 
Daughters  slowly  put  together  the  resources 
for  this  building.  Dr.  Bertola  purchased  half 
the  lot  in  1913  and  the  other  half  in  1923.  The 
cornerstone  was  laid  in  June  1928,  and  the 
$128,000  building  opened  on  the  12th  of 
January  1929. 

The  retirement  home  also  contained  the 
offices  and  meeting  rooms  for  the  statewide 
organization,  call  the  Grand  Parlor.  Individual 
chapters  were  called  Parlors,  and  the  1908 
city  directory  listed  22  of  them  in  San 
Francisco  alone,  with  charter  numbers  going 
up  to  148.  It  was  a big  organization,  important 
to  many  women.

corner  of  Fell  Street,  301  Lyon  Street,  was  designed  in  1897  by  architect  William  Curlett  for 
Thomas  J.  Clunie.  The  original  construction  cost  was  given  as  $9812  and  the  contractor  was 
William  Linden.  The  water  hook  up  date  is  November  3,  1897,  but  the  actual  completion  date 
was  March  28, 1898.  Thomas  Jefferson  Clunie  was  born  March  18, 1850  in  St.  John,  New 
Foundland,  Canada  of  Scottish  parents.  At  the  time  of  his  birth  his  parents  were  on  vacation 
from  Massachuchetts.  His  family  immigrated  to  California  in  1857  and  settled  in  Sacramento, 
where  Clunie  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools.  After  graduating  high  school,  he 
received  private  instructions  from  a graduate  of  Harvard  College,  studied  law  and  was 
admitted  to  practice  at  the  age  of  eighteen — by  special  act  of  the  legislature!  He  entered 
upon  the  practice  of  the  law  and  built  up  a large  and  lucrative  business.  When  twenty-one 

years  of  age  he  was 
nominated  and  won  a 
seat  in  the  California 
legislature  as  a 
Democrat.  Soon 
afterward  he  moved  to 
San  Francisco  and  in 
1886  was  elected  to  the 
State  senate.  In  1888  he 
was  elected  to  the  United 
States  Congress  and 
after  his  term  went  back 
to  the  practice  of  law.  In 
1873  he  married  his  wife 
Florence,  who  was  born 
in  California  of  English 
parents.  In  the  1900 
United  States  census, 
Thomas  J.  Clunie  is  listed 
as  age  50,  and  his  wife  as 
42.  The  only  other 
occupant  of  the 
residence  was  a servant, 
Ah  Chung,  38,  born  in 
China.  Thomas  J.  Clunie 
died  in  July  1 903  when 
he  was  only  54.  On  June 
15,  1918  his  widow 
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Florence  sold  the  residence  to  Alexander],  and  Betsey  Bell  Cook  for  $9500.  Florence  Clunie 
died  in  Sacramento  in  October  1934. 

In  the  1920  census  Alexander  J.  Cook,  53,  a sales  agent  with  a leather  goods  company,  was 
listed  at  301  Lyon  Street  along  with  his  wife  Betsey,  50,  a son,  Alexander,  14,  a daughter, 
Clare,  13,  another  daughter,  Elizabeth,  10,  a roomer,  and  another  woman  and  her  daughter. 

In  1945  the  residence  was  sold  to  a Hebrew  nursing  home.  Later  301  Lyon  became  a Bed  and 
Breakfast  Inn. 


This  residence,  reflecting  elements  of  the  Stick-Eastlake  tradition,  is  an  especially  well 
designed  house  for  its  setting  adjacent  to  the  park.  The  stylized  half-timbering  in  the 
pediment  suggests  a country  manor  house. 

The  architect  William  Curlett  was  born  in  Belfast,  Ireland  in  1845.  He  studied  art  and 
architecture  in  Manchester,  England  and  in  1872  came  to  San  Francisco.  In  that  year  he  is 
listed  in  the  San  Francisco  directory  as  a draftsman  with  Thomas  J.  Johnston,  and  in  1875  the 
firm  of  Johnston  & Curlett  is  established.  In  1877  he  joins  up  with  Augustus  Laver;  in  1880  he 
forms  a partnership  with  Theodore  A.  Eisen.  In  1885  he  partners  with  Walter  J.  Cuthbertson 
for  awhile  but  is  on  his  own  by  1895.  He  was  the  designer  of  many  pre-1906  quake  buildings, 
but  his  best  known  designs  are  Villa  Montalvo  (1912)  for  James  D.  Phelan  and  the  Phelan 
Building  at  Market  and  O’Farrell.  He  died  in  February  1914.

residence  is  hardly 

visible  amidst  the  lush  landscape  around  it.  The  residence  was  constructed  in  1893  for 
Isadore  Zellerbach  and  designed  by  Absalom  J.  Barnett.  The  construction  cost  was  $10,000 
with  the  contractor  being  Jonathan  Ogle. 

Isadore  Zellerbach  was  born  in  California  on  February  6,  1866.  His  father  Anthony 
Zellerbach  had  come  to  California  in  1856  and  managed  a store  in  the  gold  country. 
Anthony  moved  to  San  Francisco  in  1868  and  began  to  sell  paper.  By  1887  the  business  had 
grown  into  paper  production  with  a 
valuation  of  $20,000.  In  1888  Isadore 
at  the  age  of  twenty-two  became  a 
partner  with  his  father  and  brother 
Jacob  and  was  appointed  president  in 
1907.  He  developed  the  business  into 
a dynamic  and  prosperous  company 
and  merged  it  with  Crown  Willamette 
Paper  to  become  the  world’s  second 
largest  pulp  and  paper  concern, 

Crown  Zellerbach.  On  March 
15,1891,  Isadore  Zellerbach  married 
Jennie  Baruh,  a native  of  Nevada  City 
and  in  1893  moved  into  their  new 
residence  with  their  infant  son.  The 
Zellerbachs  had  two  more  children, 
another  son  and  a daughter.  Living 
with  the  family  in  the  beginning  were 
Isadore’s  parents  and  six  siblings,  and 
it  got  so  crowded  that  at  his  wife’s 
urging  the  family  moved  to  1730  Fell 
Street  shortly  after  1900.  After  moving 
again,  the  family  returned  to  1550  Fell 
Street  in  time  for  the  1906  earthquake. 

The  family  had  to  sleep  across  the 
street  in  the  park  and  cook  outside 
until  chimneys  could  be  repaired. 

Isadore  Zellerbach  died  August  7, 

1941  in  San  Mateo  at  the  age  of  75.  His 
wife  Jennie  died  October  15,  1965.  A

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donation  of  $1,000,000  was  given  to  the  University  of  California  for  a music  venue  and 
Zellerbach  Hall  at  UC  Berkeley  was  the  result.  The  second  owner  of  the  residence  was  the 
family  of  W.  S.  Wallace,  treasurer-manager  of  Neal  Tone,  a vitamin  manufacturer.  The 
Wallaces  deeded  the  residence  to  the  Mormon  Church  in  1932.  In  1941  the  Russian  Orthodox 
Church  bought  the  property  for  the  Convent  of  Our  Lady  of  Vladimir.  The  nuns  cared  for 
elderly  and  needy  Russians  in  the  residence  until  the  early  1990’s.  The  dining  room  and 
parlors  served  as  the  convent’s  chapel  while  the  nuns  resided  on  the  top  floors.  The 
basement  was  inhabited  by  other  emigres,  usually  poor,  aged  or  disabled. 

The  architect  Absalom  J.  Barnett  was  born  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri  in  1853,  the  son  of  architect 
George  I.  Barnett.  His  father  had  been  born  in  Nottingham,  England  in  1815  and  in  1839  had 
moved  to  St.  Louis,  acquiring  a wife  and  fathering  three  children.  By  mid  century  he  had 
become  Missouri’s  foremost  architect.  Absalom  came  west  to  San  Francisco  in  1874  and 
designed  many  residences  until  his  death  May  5,  1918.  He  designed  a number  of  residences 
in  the  Alamo  Square  area  as  well  as  Liberty  Hill.  In  the  Haight-Ashbury  area  his  designs  are 
109  Frederick  Street  (1891)  and  1450  Masonic  Avenue  (1892).

residence  was  built  in 
1896  for  Mary  Sophie 

Lang  and  designed  by  architect  William  H.  Lillie.  On  October  23,1895,  the  San  Francisco 
Examiner  had  a notice  of  a two-floor  residence  for  George  Lang,  costing  $5000.  Though  the 
location  is  given  as  Fell  near  Central,  it  is  probably  this  residence.  The  water  hook  up  date  is 
May  20,1896.  The  residence  is  almost  an  exact  copy  of  1766  Fell  Street.  George  F.  Lang  along 
with  his  wife  owned  several  pieces  of  property  in  this  neighborhood  and  hired  William  H. 

Lillie  to  design  each  building.  George  F.  Lang  was  born  in  New  York  in  October  1851  and  was 

a laundryman.  His  wife  Mary 
Sophie  Lang  was  born  in  January 
1861,  and  along  with  her 
husband,  three  sons,  two 
daughters,  and  a relative  lived  at 
1760  Fell  Street,  which  had  been 
designed  in  1892.  The 
residence  next  door  at  1766  Fell 
Street  also  had  been  built  by  the 
Langs  and  designed  by  William 
H.  Lillie  in  1892.  Because  the 
United  States  was  in  a recession 
in  1896,  the  Langs  hired  William 
H.  Lillie  to  essentially  reproduce 
an  earlier  design  for  them.  Soon 
after  completion,  the  residence 
at  1874  Fell  Street  became  a 
rental  property  and  was 
occupied  by  one  family  for 
almost  fifty  years.  This  was  not 
the  traditional  husband-wife- 
child  family  but  a family  of 
siblings.  In  the  1910  United 
States  Census  James  E.  Me 
Devitt,  43,  a bookkeeper  born  in 
California  of  Irish  parents,  was 
listed  as  the  head  of  the 
household  along  with  brother 
Joseph  J.  Me  Devitt,  4 1 , a 
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Country  Cheese

hardware  manufacturer’s  agent,  sister  Francis  Me 
Devitt,  38,  not  employed,  sister  Margaret  T.  Me 
Devitt,  36,  not  employed,  brother  Francis  A.  Me 
Devitt,  34,  a salesman  of  hardware  equipment, 
and  brother  Vincent  P.  Me  Devitt,  30,  also  a 
salesman  of  hardware  equipment.  In  the  1920 
Census,  Joseph,  Vincent,  and  Margaret  Me  Devitt 
are  listed  living  here.  On  June  30,  1946,  Francis 
A.  Me  Devitt  died  and  his  funeral  took  place  in  the 
residence  on  July  3,  1946  at  9:30  a.m.,  with  burial 
at  Holy  Cross  Cemetery.  On  December  12,1946, 
1874  Fell  Street  was  sold  by  the  Lang  heirs  to 
Dennis  J.  and  MaRee  Sullivan  for  $9,900,  and  less 
than  a year  later,  August  4,1947,  the  residence 
was  purchased  by  Joseph  C.  and  Lillian  C. 
Schemock,  who  were  the  first  true  owner- 
occupants.  Five  more  owners  had  the  residence 
until  the  current  owners  purchased  1874  Fell 
Street  in  1994. 

Notice  the  triangular  pediment  with  shield 
above  the  entrance,  with  a larger  shield  in  the 
gable.  Lovely  swirls  of  branches  and  leaves  are 
seen  above  the  second  floor.  The  entrance  porch 
is  very  unusual  with  its  wrap  around  appearance. 
The  porch’s  tile  floor  has  been  recently  restored, 
retaining  decorative  tiles  from  the  original.  1766 
Fell  Street  (1892)  is  very  similar,  only  lacking  the 
shields,  though  having  the  same  wrap  around 
porch. 

The  architect  William  Henry  Lillie  was  born  in 
Minnesota  in  1862  and  came  to  San  Francisco  in 
1890  at  the  age  of  28.  In  the  midst  of  a national 
recession  he  designed  at  least  1 10  buildings 
between  1890  and  1898.  His  best  known  designs 
are  the  row  of  houses  built  at  106-124  Lyon  Street 
(1891)  for  the  Roundtree  Brothers,  and  the 
Edward  Coleman  residence  at  1701  Franklin 
Street  (1895),  a city  landmark.  Tragically  in 
November  1898,  William  H.  Lillie  died  at  the  age 
of  36  of  typhoid  fever.  In  the  November  1898 
California  Architect  and  Building  News , Lillie  was 
noted  as  one  “who  had  during  his  professional 
career  acquired  a most  enviable  position  as  a 
studious,  honorable  and  conscientious  architect.”

J his  Italian  Renaissance  palazzo  adaptation  was  created  in  1895  for  Ellen  Franzell 
and  her  daughter  Elta  Me  Farland.  Designed  by  Ernest  Coxhead  for  around 
$10,000,  the  residence  is  firmly  up  against  the  sidewalk,  is  mostly  symmetrical,  conceals  the 
roof  with  a heavy  cornice,  and  has  graduated  sizes  of  windows  from  floor  to  floor.  The 
recessed  center  section  of  the  residence  is  unusual,  with  paneled  walls  and  decorative 
elements  prominently  out  of  scale  with  each  other.  Notice  how  narrow  the  door  is, 
squeezed  between  other  elements.  400  Clayton  Street  is  definitely  the  design  of  Ernest 
Coxhead,  who  reveled  in  asymmetrical  buildings.  Coxhead  would  often  play  with  scale 
and  used  classical  ornamentation  purely  as  decoration.  The  design  of  this  residence  works 
well  with  the  narrow  lot  on  which  the  house  is  positioned. 


Elta  Me  Farland  was  married  to  Alonzo  Me  Farland,  secretary  of  the  Pacific  Fire  Alarm 
Company.  They  were  married  in  1882  and  had  two  sons,  Elton,  born  in  1886,  and  Alonzo, 
born  in  1887.  The  family 
lived  here  until  the  1906 
earthquake,  after  which 
they  moved  to  a larger 
residence  on  Broadway. 

Alonzo  was  named  to  and 
made  foreman  of  the  city’s 
grand  jury  shortly  after 
political  boss  Abe  Ruef  had 
been  convicted  of  bribery. 

By  the  time  of  his 
appointment  though,  most 
of  the  graft  trials  had 
ended.  The  Me  Farlands 
kept  400  Clayton  Street  as 
income  property  with  the 
1910  United  States  census 
showing  three  rental  units. 

In  1911  the  Me  Farland 
residence  was  sold  to 
Maria  Alvina  Fehleisen,  and 
her  family  lived  there  until 
1936.  Her  husband 
Frederick  Fehleisen  was  a 
physician  with  an  office  on 
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Polk  Street.  Wyatt  R.  Brown  was  the  buyer  in  1936  and  lived  here  with  his  wife  Josephine  D. 
Brown. 

Ernest  Albert  Coxhead  was  born  in  the  resort  town  of  Eastbourne,  England  in  1863.  He 
received  his  education  at  the  Royal  Institute  of  British  Architects  (RIBA)  in  London,  and  along 
with  his  brother  and  business  partner  Almeric,  emigrated  to  Los  Angeles  where  they 
established  an  architectural  practice  in  1886.  In  1890  he  moved  to  San  Francisco  and  was  a 
master  of  the  shingle  style  of  architecture  that  became  popular  at  that  time.  He  was  working 
during  the  time  of  Willis  Polk,  Bernard  Maybeck  and  Julia  Morgan,  and  he  excelled  in  the 
design  of  ecclesiastical  buildings:  St.  John’s  Episcopal,  Petaluma;  St.  John’s  Episcopal,  Del 
Monte;  St.  John’s  Presbyterian,  Sausalito;  and  Holy  Innocents  Episcopal  Church,  455  Fair  Oaks 
Street,  San  Francisco.  His  own  residence  at  2421  Green  Street  is  another  good  example  of  the 
shingle  style  that  has  been  labeled  the  “First  Bay  Area  Tradition.”  Ernest  Coxhead  died  in 
1933.
